WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—An effort by 
anti-militariste to induce Congréss to 
take an attitude for early peace assumed 
tangible shape today when Senator La 
Follette of Wisconsin, leader of the paci- 
fists in Congress, offered a resolution’ to 
define the war purposes of the Govern- 
ment. A reaffirmation of the terms upon 
which the Allies would accept peace is 
called for in the resolution, based upon a 
disavowal by each ally of any advan- 
tage, either as to n acquisition 
or indemnity. 

The resolution further calls upon Con- 
gress to declare in favor of creating “a 


common fund.“ to be supplied by all the 


belligerents, to insure the restoration of 
devastated territory, the intent being to 
make all the warring powers pay for the 
destruction wrought, no matter whether 
by Germany or her adversaries. 

Hardly had the resolution been “Offered 
man a Measure was preposed by Senator 

of Utah ‘a statrich up- 
Porter ot the Administration, calling 
upon Congress not. to make peace with 
Germany until the principles enunciated 
by President Wilson in his speech before 
Congress last April, in which he spoke of 
the war as a struggle for democracy, 
had been established, either through 
peace or conclusive victory at arms. 

Senator King's resolution, a bitter ar- 
raignment of Germany, asserted that 
peace Ought not to be considered by 
America until the German Government 
had acknowledged and expiated its 
crimes and shall seek terms upon which 
it may be admitted to the community of 
civilized and enlightened States” in. the 
common fight-** to vindicate the rights 
of nations and 3 the peace ot the 
world.”

Both resolutions went over until next 
week. When they come up an wxhaust- 
ive analysis of the war situation as it af- 
fects the United States is assured. The 
preponderance of sentiment in the Sen- 
ate favors continuing the war without 
letup until Germany either is beaten or 
is willing to talk peace terms that will 
insure lasting cessation of histilities. As 
the sentiment of the Senate is now mani- 
fested, the La Follette resolution is ex- 
pected to be discarded by an overwhelm- 
ing vote. The King résolution, which 


bas the support not only of the Admin 
istration leaders in the Senate, but of 


Republican leaders as well, is regarded 


as reasunably sure of being adopted, as 
an evidence of the Senate's support of 
the war administration.

fits of a sound business administra- 
tion. In view of the overwhelming 
opposition to him in his own party, 
it now becomes evident that he must 
be prompted by some other motive 
than a desire to secure, not the elec- 
tion, for that has all the time been 
impossible, but even the nomination. 
What is Justice Cropsry’s motive? 


DEMOCRACY’S DUTY TO ITS 
DEFENDERS. 

Secretary McApboo’s plan for adapt- 
ing the principles of workmen’s in- 
demnity to the relief of the country’s 
defenders has now reached the stage 
of bills introduced in Congress last 
week. Final opinion upon the merits 
of the specific plan may be left to 
experts, and it is to be hoped both 
that they will be critical and that their 
criticism will be constructive. Broad- 
ly speaking, any plan is better than 
no plan, and no plan could be so bed 
as our practice without a plan. The 
cost of our civil war is usually reck- 
oned by the maximum of our national 
debt, or about two and a half billions. 
But our pension payments exceed five 
billions already. They did not begin 
to be considerable until a generation 
after the war ended, and the trifling 
Spanish war added to the list more 
than the decreases by death and other 
causes for forty years. 

It is‘ both a scandal and a burden 
that we face the incalculable obliga- 
tions to our soldiers and sailors in this 
world war with a pension charge 
larger than it was twenty years ago. 
It would not be possible to pass, and 
probably would not be possible to pro- 
pose, any plan as bad as that, so 
burdensome to the taxpayers, and 80 
cruel in long delays of hope deferred 
to the deserving. Not a dollar of the 
billions given to the deserving is re- 
gretted. If the proposed plan shall 
secure that only the deserving shall 
be carried upon the country’s re- 
sources, even more billions would be 


| paid, and leave still a debt unpaid. 


There can be no real money indemnity 
for death or disability. The feeling 
of duty done, and appreciated by coun- 
trymen, is all that can be offered 
against such suffering. .

KORNILOFF AND KERENSKY.

“If Russia concludes a dishonorable 
“peace, to which her traitors Are 
“driving her, she will become a Ger- 
man colony forever.” That is the

She was an eco- 
nomic annex of Germany before the 
war. A German peace would make 
her a political and military annex of 
Germany. If she was chastised with 
whips under the German influences 
behind Cszarism, the conquering Ger- 
mans of Germany would chastise her 
with scorpions. 
Ten million Russian soldiers bad 
been enrolled, General KorniLorr’ 
says, but they are scarcely trained. 
“They are too busy attending meet- 
“ings to drill.” If these enthusiasts 
do not give up debating for fighting, 
the Germans will soon cut off their 
late-won right of free assemblage. 
Shall Russia be Russian, or shall 
she be German? 
Premier KERENSKY, vigorously geo- 
onding General KonrniLorr, told the 
new Cabinet that it must concen- 
“trate its attention on national de- 
„tense and financial and economic 
organization, which is a necessary 
part of it. The conspicuous infamy 
of a few cowards and traitors can 
only stir the body of the nation to 
new effort. Russia is fighting for 
her independence, her freedom. Even 
the most sacred Socialist program 
must yield to those primary national 
objects. Even the Petrograd doc- 
trinaires may be forced into common 
sense. 

THE CHILDREN’S COURT. 
The Children’s Court of the City of 
New York began its separate and m- 
dependent existence on July 1; 1915. 
After twelve or thirteen years of de- 
pendency or subordination as a branch 
of the Court of Special Sessions it 
became a responsible entity. The 
years of experiment and evolution 
brought the right result. The court 
for adult offenders and the court for 
juvenile offenders were separated. The 


Justice and four Justices sitting 
in the five boroughs, its administra- 
tive and clerical staff, its Probation 
Bureau, has sole jurisdiction over all 
children under 16 arrested for any of- 
fense except murder. Moreover, every 
child under 16 who is without proper 
guardianship, neglected, exposed to 
physical or moral peril, must come 
before this court. | 

By a wise provision of the laws of 
1909 all offenders under 16, except in 
cases of murder, are juvenile delin- 
quents, not criminals. It is not yet 
twenty-five years since some child of- 
fenders were confined in station 
houses, prisons, of jails in New York, 
since the need of differentiation be- 
tween the treatment and trial of chil- 
dren and adults was sufficiently un- 
derstood by the community. The 80o- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children is only forty-two years old. 
The Children's Court is the work of a 
great. humane, intelligent reform that 
has a good deal further to go. 

In the report of the Children's Court 
for 1916 the reader notes with spe- 
cial pleasure the admirable and varied 
use, worthy of its architectural 
beauty, of the new court building in 
East Twenty-second Street; the walt- 
ing room where the child, safe from 
the cruel scrutiny of the loungers that 
infest courtrooms, stays till his case 
is called; the restroom for mothers, 
invalids, and the youngest children! 
the detention rooms, with their books 
and games, their classes, their lessons 
in sewing and embroidery. The pro- 
cedure in court cases is excellent. 
Two Justices sit at the same time. 
Most new cases are heard in the main 
room privately. The Justice wears 
his gown. The room itself has a ma- 
jestic dignity, calculated to impress 
any visitor. The child is made to feel 
that he breathes the air of authority, 
of justice. In.the smaller courtroom, 
where all continued cases come, the 
atmosphere is more informal. The 
Justice, no longer gowned, confers as 
a friendly adviser with the child, the 
parents, the probation officer. In the 
ust case, the duty of the child to the 
community, in the second the child’s 
welfare. is emphasized. The Hduca- 
tion and Charities Departments and 
the District Attorney's office have 
their representatives in court every 
day. It is thoroughly in harmony 
with the policy of the Police Depart- 
ment that the diminution of arrests 
for juvenile delinquency must be 
ascribed in a certain measure to its 
work. “It is apparent,” writes Pro- 
siding Justice Hort, that each indi- 
“vidual officer has been striving of 
„late to adjust trivial offenses, as far 
“as possible, without invoking the aid 
“of the court, and that the whole 
“force seems to be imbued with the

The number of juvenile delinquency 
arraignmepts and special proceedings 
in the five boroughs decreased from 
14,135 in 1918 to 12,245 in 1916. Cu- 
riously enough, the number of cases 
‘of neglect or unfit guardianship in- 
creased. Not one child under 7 was 
brought into court. The essential and 
permanent causes of decrease aro the 
care of the Police Department to avoid 
trifling arrests, the expansion of the 
probationary system, the preventive 
labor of the churches and a host of 
volunteer organizations, and the at- 
tentive hearing and rehearing, the 
close study of every case by the court. 

In 1911, when the court had no 
probation officers. 3,682 children were 
committed to Institutions. A proba- 
tion staff was given to it in 1912. 
Lest year the commitments were 
2,803. The number is steadily de- 
creasing, in spite of the city’s growth. 
Among the aids which the court 
seeks far the benefit of the community 
and adjuncts to its own preventive 
and-corrective activities are more pri- 
vate homes for neglected children, ob- 
servation stations where children can 
be studied for a time before commit- 
ment, graded institutions for the fee- 
ble-minded, small training schools 
for exceptional children. For itself, 
specifically, it asks equity powers 
such as the Legislature would have 
been able to confer upon Chfidren’s 
Courts if the amendment to that effect 
in the proposed Constitution of 1915 
had not fallen with that unfortunate 
and deserving document. The Proba- 
tion Bureau ought to be enlarged. 
Meanwhile, the court’s ample services 
to the city deserve hearty praise. 

A GARDEN OR A BATH? 

The Persian name for a garden or 
park is paradise, which recalls in its 
name the first garden of all. ADAM 
and Eve were placed to tend and 
dress it. Whether the Garden of Eden 
be accepted as historical or figurative, 
it is a fact that among all civilized 
peoples, whether of ancient or modern 
times, in proportion as they advanced 
in refinement and the arts of civiliza- 
‘tion, the garden has held the place of 
honor. One of the finest descriptions 
of natural beauty in Homer is that in 
which he tells us of the “ spacious 
garden of ALctnous, containing four 
acres of ground, which in those early 
times was regarded as large enough 
even for a Prince. As EvusTaTHIUs 
tells us, it was laid out in three parts: 
a grove for fruits and shade, a vine- 
yard, and an allotment for olives and 
herbs, and was watered by two 
fountains. Of this most famous of 
classical gardens a description, in 
part, may be quoted from Porree 
translation: 

Close to the gates a spacious Far- 


den lies, . 

From storms defended and inclement 
skies 

Four acres was the allotted space of 
ground, 

Fenced with a green inclosure all 
around; 

Tall thriving trees confessed the fruit- 
ful mould; 

The reddening apple ripens here to 
gold. 

Here the blue fig with luscious juice 
o’erflows, 

With deeper red the full pomegranate 
glows, 

The branch here bends beneath the 
weighty pear, 


And verdant olives flourish round the 


year; 
The balmy spirit of the Western gale 
Eternal breathes on fruits untaught 
to fail: 


Each dropping pear a following pear 
supplies, 

On apples apples, figs on figs arise; 

The same mild season gives the 
blooms to blow, 

The buds to harden and the fruits to 
grow. 

It is clear from Hommn’s description 

that the garden of Aldous partook 

rather more of the nature of orchard 

and vineyard than of the later gar-, 

dens in Italy and Greece devoted to 

beauty rather than to use. 

In anciént Italy the gardens of 
SALLUST were so beautiful and exten- 
sive that their fame survived cen- 
turies after his death. LuvucuLLUuUs, 
famed for his banquets, also had 
splendid gardens. The gardens of 
Persia are celebrated in song and 
story. Both Plaro and Ericunus 
expounded their philosophy in the 
shade of gardens. In India the Nabob 
of Oude is said to have had twenty 
palaces and a thousand gardens. 
Ppermarncnu had two gardens and wrote 
of them: “I do not imagine they are 
to be equaled in all the world.” Sir 
TEMPLE gave orders in his

eign Affairs upon a draft of a, revised 
treaty which, for the moment, Was sat- 
isfactory to both plenipotentiaries..

faction and declared that his country- 
men would benefit immensely because 
clause in 
the existing treaty of friendship and 
commerce between Japan and China 
would, of course, confer those same 
privileges of residence, trade, property 
holding, and others upon all of his fel- 
low-subjects who might choose to come 
to Japan. 

Thereupon the Japanese Minister for 
Foreign Affairs gave serious thought to 
what his Chinese friend had said and 
inevitably came to the conclusion that 
he was quite correct. If the gates of 
Japan were to be thrown wide open to 
all the world by the terms of the revised 
treaties—directly or by reason of the 
powerful most favored nation clause 
in any of them the influx of Chinese 
would be enormous, and with the ready 
money at their command they would 
soon buy up the whole country. What

ENEMIES OF AMERICANISM. 


German- 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

President Wilson, as head of the na- 
tion, has taken pains on various occa- 
sions to express his belief in the loyalty 
of the great mass of our citizenship of 
German extraction. This is not merely 
politic, but just, and those who are 
loyal in every sense of the word should 
not bé confused with those who have a 
string to their loyalty. 

But there is a minority among our 
citizens of German extraction who de- 
serve all the condemnation heaped on 
them by their fellow-citizens. This fact 
must not be blinked, and the President's 
words must not be taken as a blanket 
indorsement of their activities, or be al- 
lowed for one moment to check the ef- 
forts of good citizens to help the nation 
clean house. 

This derelict minority may amount to 
some hundreds of thousands of our 
population, and it is aggregated into 
hundreds of bunches or communities, 
with more or less close unity. 

It is not much worth while to deal in 
generalities. We have talked too long 
about the American melting pot. We 
should face the facts. A realization of 
the facts may indicate a remedy. for 
the evils of our present state. 

Let us look at a community such as I 
have in mind. It is made up of Ger- 
mans, mostly from Württemberg and 
other southern districts, but with scat- 
tering families from the northern re- 
gions of Mecklenburg, Pomerania, Posen, 
and Silesia.. Almost all of them came 
here before the founding of the present 
German Empire, and have no senti- 
mental attachment to it except such as 
has been bred in them by propaganda 
since their arrival in América. They 
were mostly wretchedly poor and came 
here to mend their fortunes. All of them 
owe everything they have and enjoy to 
the opportunity America afforded them. 
Not many of them were political refu- 
gees, though some were infected with a 
hatred of absolutism and were glad of 
a haven of refuge in free America. 

They settled together here, associated 
with one another rather than with 
Pnglish-speaking neighbors, maintained 


[German as the language of the home, 


and forced the business men of the com- 
munity to use German in their trade. 
They established churches in which only 
the German language was used, and 
secured pastors who fostered in every 
way the maintenance of this separatism. 
The pastor was frequently drawn from 
abroad, and felt himself a member of 
the great German family temporarily 
residing in foreign parts, and his min- 
istering was un-American, to say the 
least. Even the American pastor was 
generally steeped in foreign culture. 
Sometimes the pastor kept a parochial 
school in connection, and worked against 
the leveling influence of the American 
common school. The people subscribed 
for the local German newspaper and 
read it and no other. 

In this fashion a group of men who 
become in the course of time naturalized 
citizens of the United States willfully 
cut themselves off from proper connec- 
tion with the great currents of national 
life. 

There can de no question at all that

Careful suppression of damning facts 
and equally careful exploitation of 
groundless suspicions prevent these 
citizens from understanding the real 
reason why the United States is at war ; 
with Germany. When they search their - 
papers for a reason, they learn that | 
Germany is not our enemy and never 
was, is not even now making war upon 
us, that our attack upon the land of 
their birth Is pure wantonness without 
excuse or palliation. When in their aa- 
tonishment they inquire how we could 
be induced to make war on a friend, 
they are assured that the press of the 
country forced the Government into the 
war, and it was too weak to resist. To 
explain the wickedness of the press they 
are assured that every English lan 
guage newspaper is a lying sheet 
bought up by perfidious England. Grad- 
ually the whole scheme is unfolded to 
the reader. Wall Street and the muni- 
tions manufacturers having made vast 
loans to the Allies—end all in vain be- 
cause heroic Germany fighting in de- 
fense. of God and home and Fatheriand 
was winning the victory on all battle 
fronta—were afraid of a total loss of 
their investments in case of a defeat of 
the Allies, and now used the venal press 
to whip a weak but despotic and hypo- 
critica) Government into the war on the 
side of English capital. But England is 
our enemy, he is assured, and the 
United States is simply a cat's paw to 
pull the English chestnuts out of the 
fire. Or again we are represented as 
talking hypocritically of the humanities 
to glose over the attainment of French 
revenge for the loss of Alsace-Lor- 
raine. Our allies are simply greedy for : ; 
our money bags, and we are a big, : 
boastful bully that expects to win with 
a loan instead of fighting. But fight- 
ing Would be useless anyway, because 
Germany has kultur and is bound 
to win; she is the most democratic 
country of the world also, and it would 
be a crime against civilization to crush

HIGHBRIDGE REMOVAL. 


Piers In River * Declared a Menace to 
| Navigation. 

The Bronx Board of Trade has started 
|a‘campaign to urge the city and Federal 
authorities to remove one or more of the 
piers of Highbridge in order to clear 
the channel of the Harlem River for in- 
creased navigation. 

The bridge crosses the Harlem River 
at about 176th Street and connects 
Washington Heights with the Bronx. It 
is little used, however, as Washington 
Bridge to the north of it meets all de- 
mands for foot and vehicular traffic. 

While the various drawbridges which 
cross the Harlem at intervals in some 
measure tend to obstruct traffic, the 
most serious obstructions are met with 
at the Johnson Iron Works (at Spuyten 
Duyvil) and at Highbridge. 

At the Johnson Iron Works, a half 
mile from the Hudson River, the Har- 
lem makes a double reverse curve. The 
currents in this vicinity during both ebb 
and flood tides are strong, making navi-

The amount of traffic at this point 
even at the present time, however, is 
large, about 7,300 vessels a year 
there, an average of about 20 a day. 

The contemplated improvement 0b the

many in the long run. He also foresaw 
the food embargo and its consequences. 
Dr. von Kuehlmann's main object in 
life, according to one who has studied 
him, is to be the big man in the nego- 
tiation of peace conditions after the 
present war.

It feeds these mimeograph 
sheets to the press associations and 
newspaper bureaus, deposits a large 
batch of “handouts” on a desk at the 
Nafional Press Club, and maintains a 
“press room” at its headquarters, and 
notifies the associations and principal 
newspaper representatives in advance 
when something important is impending. 
The committee publishes also the Official 
Bulletin, first cousin to the Con- 
gressional Record. There are 80,000 
copies daily, and they go to every Post- 
master in the United States, each mem- 
ber of Congress, all army and navy 
officials, and all officers of the Govern- 
ment, including Collectors of the Port, 
District Attorneys, and Marshals. 
No doubt the Creel committee sin- 
corely ‘strives to cover all the Govern- 
mental news which the committee thinks 
should become public. However, the 
Washington newspaper correspondent, 
who deals for the public with the com- 
mittee, has a deep-rooted antipathy 
toward “ handout stuff.” This material 
heretofore has been the product of the 
paid press agents; paid press — are 


always active in Waskingten, and their 
free offerings pile up on the desk of the 
correspondent.’

This un- 
doubtedly is a lover’s gift, such as many 
of the factories of the sixteenth century 
turned out. The ware that was lustred at 
Gubbio was costly in the extreme, six 
good pieces out of a hundred being a fair 
estimate of the fortunes of the kiln, and 
it was used less for practical 
than for gifts and ornaments in the pal- 
aces of the Princes of the Renaissance. 
Many of the heads inclosed in an orna- 


mental pattern are obviously portraits 


and full of character. Some of them 
are grotesques or caricatures, with out- 
thrust chins and retreating foreheads, 
and great noses, such as it amused Da 
Vinci to draw.

The Minneapolis Institute of Arts has 
lof Detroit, the noted coll@ctor of Oriental 
art, a collection of 178 objects, including 
a large group of fragments of ancient 
Near Eastern pottery and other ma- 


- terials for study collections. Many of the 


objects are already on exhibition. Among 
the most interesting pieces in the collec- 
tion are seventeen paintings by Japanese 
artists ranging in date from the thir- 
teenth to the early nineteenth century. A 
large kakemono of a tiger, painted on 


paper in ink with slight color, is at- 


tributed to Sesshu; it is after a design 
by Yen-Hiu, (1082-1135.) Among other 
Japanese masters represented are Kano 
Tanyu, better known as Morinobu Nishi- 
kawa Sunkenobu, Yogetsu, Ganku, and 
Hokusai. With these Japgnese paintings, 
which will add greatly to the value of 
the Oriental collections, is a small flower 
painting, Chinese, of the Yuan period. 

Four examples of Japanese pottery 
illustrate products of well-kndéwn kilns. 
Three statuettes of Buddha in gilt bronze 
are typical in their elaborate ornament of 
Siamese sculpture. Among the miscel- 
laneous Japanese objects is an interesting 
seated statue in bronze of Yemma Ten, 
the Prince of Hades. Of the Chinese ob- 
jects may be mentioned some little bronze

at-naught the meretricious theory of 
the German upon the action of the 
Heart. The German works in science 
as he works in war. He loves the un- 
déFground. He throws out saps; he 
lives and moves and has his being in 
the rkness, when suddenly the free 
English spirit comes oven the top in 
the tun light of day. 

Let us grant to the uttermost that 
thé pursuit of science is the pursuit of 
truth. The German cares nothing for 
ine pursuit; he is all for the result, un- 
@ware that any given truth by itself is 
half a lie. There is the truth of the 


‘poidier, which is courage, the truth of 


the artist, which is beauty, the truth of 
the woman, which is virtue.

hape like a dog’s hind leg, with the 


Seuchez River breaking through at the 
joirt. He would lead you up the land- 
ward slope over ridges and valleys un- 
til you.came to the summit. He would 


guide across a high plateau, and from 


the edge vou would look down upon 
the old sea, which is now the French 
plain, with its red villages 


and green fields. This is the Vimy 
Ridge, which arises from Sondhes and. 
slopes down to Arras. 

* You should know also that, it was 
on this spot, and upon the Lorette 
Ridge, which is the twin ridge to the 
north, across the Souchez River, that 
the French made their supreme of- 
fensive in 1915. Here was the Laby- 

rinth—Souchez, Neuville St. Vaast, Ab- 
lain St. Nazaire, La Targette, and Aux 
Rietz, where rifles were discarded, and 
knives served out in their stead. Upon 
these heights lie 60,000 of their noble 
dead in fields of crosses: Which extend 
as wide as a forest. At the time we 
were somewhat insensfble to this great 
struggle, for we ourselves were in- 
volved ‘in the disastrous offensive at 

More then eighteen months had 
passed, until on that April. morning the 
business of the Canadian corps was to 
pivot upon its left flank, and drive-the 
enemy into this old sea bottom—which 
was done according to echedule in 468 
minutes. I say minutes, because the 
plans were drawn as rigidly as that, 
and they were, drawn in as fine detail 


as an architect would employ for the 


building of a house. For three months 
we worked upon those plans with as 


much care as one would bestow upon a 


performance on a stage. The humblest 
actor had his role, and he was ready 
against the hour when the curtain 
should rise. 

It was a bitter Winter there, as 
here. The soil was frozen to a depth 
of fourteen inches. Rain fell. There 
was little drainage. The earth slid in 
on the top of the water and' was trod- 
den into a mess like dough. To walk 
the trenches under such circumstances 
is the last test of human endurance. 
One wears rubber boots hip-high, and 
from the tops a strap is fastened over 
the shoulders to prevent the boots being 
pulled off by the mud. On one occa- 
sion my orderly lost boots and socks; 
and came in with bare feet. If & man 
falls he may be lifted over, the parapet 
and left there till night, or he may lie 
where he fell and be trampled under 
foot. It requires very little resolution 
to lie down and die—life is so hard, 
and death so easeful. 

Let us attempt to follow the, prog- 
ress of a ‘wounded man. When he falls 
he is attended by the regimental med- 
ical orderlies, and is sent back a few 
hundred yards by regimental bearers to 
the aid post, where he is more care- 
fully dressed by the regimentäl med- 
ical officer. There he is handed over 
to the field ambulance bearers, and 
borne by hand, by wheeled stretcher, or 
by trolley from one relay post to an- 
other, until finally, at a distance of one 
or two miles, he arrives at the advance 
dressing station.

The lying cases neither move, 
nor speak, nor utter a so It is only 
when we go to the base or come to Eng- 
land that we see the wreck of war and 
the pity of it all. 

“I. cannot insist too strongly that 
medical arrangements must be devised 
anew for each action. They vary with 
the plan of battle, and must be modified 
as the battle proceeds. On the day in 
question an ample supply of blankets 
‘was assembled; but in the night a bitter 
wind arose, with wet driving snow. 
Within an hour 600 additional blankets 
were at the front, assembled and trans- 
ported—it does not matter how. 

Zero hour was at the dawn of a 
bleak morning. By 6 o'clock the 
wounded were coming in; by 7 the 
prisoners were marching down by com- 


ing up, and by 9 o'clock the whole world 
was alive with men and horses, and 
motors over roads that were spewing up 
their stony entrails. “When the action 
was over the battle area was like @ 
heavy cross-séa which had been 
partially transformed into land. Further 
advance was impossible by reason of the 
elements, earth and water. 

„Sixteen battalions were engaged on 
this 1,000-yard front, sixteen men to 4 
yard. Each one had its piece to do, 
and when it was done another battal- 
jon passed through and took up the 
advance: All Winter the performance 
had been rehearsed behind the lines, on 
a terrain marked off with tapes to im- 
itate the battle area as discovered by 
aerial photographs. To each battalion 
wag allotted a certain number of min- 
utes for its task. All was over by 2 
o’tlock, and before darkness fell the 
field was clear. The evacuation from 


ithe front was so rapid that cases began 


to accumulate at the advance dressing 
station, and there they. lay, a piteous 
spectacle, but their presence was the 
finest tribute ever paid to the Medica!

Growth meant additional facilities at 
increasing cost, until three years ago, 
avcording to Louis D. Brandeis, the 
railroads east of the Mississippi and 
north of the Potomac and Ohio Rivers 
had a capital investment of $5 to $5.50 
for every dollar of gross annual income. 
A manufacturing business so handi- 
capped, short of actual monopoly. could 
not long endure, Our railrodd business 
must not, for the welfare’ of America, 
be permitted to continue this narrow- 
minded, destructive policy. It is so 
easy to get into a rut and become blind 
to the wonderful opportunities just out- 
side. Operating men for their routine 
efficiency must think along narrow, 
unchanging lines. The cost of purchas- 
ing competing lines, whether trolley, 
rail, or water; the cost of stifling 2 
petition, the burden of monoply, are 
finally borne by the public.

foods. When the frost has killed the 
peaches, the wild plums of the South 
redden every fencerow and hedge. ‘When 
the drought has played havoc with the 
domestic strawberry, the little wild 
strawberry, sweeter and hetter suited 
for preserving, is apt to be ripening 
plenteously in its fastnesses out there 
around the woods. When the cabbage 
worm has made serious invasion upon 
the garden, the dandelion offers itself 
unharmed in abundant substitution 
everywhere in the country. 

“In discussing a matter which I con- 
sider so enormous in its scope as the 
saving which is possible by l to 
our numerous wild food plants, I am 
not blind to the fact that one great dif- 
ficulty is that marketing facilities are 
poor. Hitherto it has been considered 
hardly worth any one ' time away 
fram his other business to go about the 
task of trying to market from his neigh- 
borhood the products of forest and aban- 
doned lands. But suppose all the house- 
wives or farmers would make use of the 
wild food products nearest to their doof. 
Would not the saving be shown in the 
surplus. of domestic vegetables from 
garden and field? Would there not be 
more to ‘go around’ from. a national 
standpoint? Would not prices be better 
for the general consumer? 

“I am told that the women of Eng- 
land who have started a movement te 
utilize such wasted products have dis- 
covered more than a hundred articles 
of food that could be used which do 
not now figure in the diet of the nation. 
Even in tke limitéd territory of rural 
England, I am not surprised. But in 
the United States there are almost 
countless ways in which wild plant 
foods could be brought to subserve the 
needs of the people in a crisis, 

„ Millions of dollars worth of plack- 
berries alone go to waste in the United 
States each year. They grow generally 
throughout the country, but in the 
South they blacken every hedgerow 
and hillside. When one comes to think 
of the dozens of ways this wholesome 
fruit can be safely preserved, it seems 
a pity that the fruit should be allowed 


The blackberry grows abundantly in 
the West as well as the South, and it 
is almost certain of maturing, no mat- 
ter what weather conditions may be. 


‘Southern States, and this sweet and 
slightly eitrous fruit is prized by many 
housewives above the domestic plums, 
such as the Japanese and green gage 
plums, for preserving and making zei- 
lies. In this connection it may be ob- 
served that great advancement has been 
made in the canning industry of the 
South.

„plum thickets are abundant in the 


to tne importance of the matter, have 
organized a system of instruction ‘n 
canning and preserving, and some of 
them have appointed young. women in 
each county as demonstratots. . Public 
meetings are held, and the women all 
learn more and more each year about 
husbanding the hitherto wasted produc- 
tions of the wildwood. But, with all 
these advanced methods of going about 
it, there is no doubt that millions of 
pounds of wild fruit are lost each year 
in the South. 

Jam not sure what could be done to 
save the production of the American 
persimmmon.! This is a rich fruit, re- 
sembling the date. It has often eccurred 
to me that maybe one of these days 
somebody will invent a way of drying 
the persimmon, just as dates are pre) 
served. As it is, I am informed the only 
uses to which the persimmon is put are 
making deer a very pleasant beverage, 
and eating the fruit raw from the tree. 

“Out in the Western territory of the 
Dakotas they have what is known as 
the bull berry. This fruit grows in 
abundance, but much of it escapes the 
canneries of the householders. In In- 
diana they have a peculiar fruit which 
is prized highly, called the pawpaw. I 
don't believe any way of using this wild 

product in the market has yet been 
found. It is similar in' flavor and 
structure to the bariana, and one eats it 
with a spoon. I never found it outside 
of Indiana, : 

Perhaps the most consi le sav- 
ing to our annual harvest of food crops 
to be derived by putting our wild prod- 
ucts to use would be in the utilizing of 
hickory nuts, walnuts, and acorns more 
than we do. The black walnut is the 
richest of walnuts, It contains more oil 
than the English walnut. Only in re- 
cent years has the black walnut been 
shipped to market, and only now to a 
very limited extent, when we. con- 
sider how abundantly each tree pro- 
duces and how generally throughout this 
the country this nut grows. Walnuts 
are dropping to the ground by the thou- 
sands of tons, and so are hickory nuts, 
throughout the forests of the North, 
South, and West. These nuts are com- 
ing each year to be of greater service to 
mankind. They are used more and 
more in the manufacture of rich food 
products, Butter can be made of them. 
They are largely used in making bread, 
cakes, and confections, and the only 
reason these uses are not more exten- 
sive lies in the fact that the vast bulk 
of the annual crop is allowed to rot on 
the ground. 

Did 1 say acorns? I certainly did. 
Now, that is one of the most valued, 


forests, and 5 use whatever is being 
made of it. The acorn is going to waste 
in the United’ States, while it is being 
eaten in bread in Germany. There is a 
food quality in acorns which few land- 
owners in country know about. Ik. 
they would observe how eagerly their 
hogs go acorn hunting in the Autumn 
they would know that if this little ker- 
nel contains nourishment for swine, it 
must also contain food for a human be- 
ing. Acorns ought to be worth a dollar 
a bushel, but who has ever heard of a 
bushel being sold in this country at any 
price? In Germany the inner contents 
of the acorn are ground to a meal, and 
it is mixed with wheat flour or rye 
flour, and, when baked, makes an ex- 
tremely nutritious bread. Suppose the 
tons upon tons of acorns that go to 
waste upon the ground each Winter in 
this country could be put to such a use. 
Think how it might bring down the 
price of flour and of cornmeal. Think 
how our exports would be increased in 
the matter of cereal products. 

The burr oak acorn is good to eat in 
its raw state. We have in this country 
Several other varieties such as the 
acorns of the red oak, white oak, water 
oak, and what is known in the South 
as the Spanish oak. There is no kind 
of acorn that does not contain food val? 
ues either for man or beast. In the 
South the acorn crop saves farmers 
many a dollar in fattening their hogs 
and in the feeding of poultry, but they 
are never gathered. The hogs and the 
chickens and the turkeys simply go to 
the woods themselves and get them. 

“In each section of the country its 
some valuable wild product ‘which 
grows nowhere else. Down in the arid 
regions of the. Southwest they have a 
pine tree called the pinion pine, the seed 
of which is good as a food. The seed 
grows in between the folds of the cone. 
It is exceedingly palatable and nourish- 
ing. The production is great each year, 
but I know of no efforts to put it in 
the market as an article of food. All 
through the South and West they hav 
the maypop. This melon-shaped fruit is 
sweet and pulpy inside. When fully 
ripened, it is bright yellow in color and 
shriveled. It is so fragrant that one 
smells it far away. The maypop stows 
in abundance in all Southern States and 
some of the Western States. Sugar can 
be made from it, and syrup could easily 
de produced, but nobody has ever put it 
to such uses. 

„The list would fill a book. It is plain 
that we are permitting millions of dol- 
lars in foodstuffs to rot m our forest 
and waste lands yearly while we cry 
aloud about the high cost of living and 
threaten commandeering of domestic 
vegetables and food products, so lim- 
ited in number. Perhaps the war will 
dtive us, like Indians, back to ‘the 
woods’ for our daily bread. Mean- 
while, as Congress and Legislatures 
wrestie with the mighty men ‘problem,
